But it issued a statement saying: “The Olympics has had 
a highly respected record for non-political devotion 
{o the advancement of sports. We are reluctant to 
believe that the International Olympic Committee has 
now tuken a political action of a discriminatory 
nature, ; 

“The Chinese Communists withdrew thelr athletes from 
the Olymples in 1956 because’ Free China athletes 
were permitted to participate. This in our view was 
a-political step on the part of the Chinese Com- 
munists in line with their policy to force organisn- 
tions to exclude Free China. from participation.” 

The Chinese Nationalist Government on Formosa was re- 
cognised by 45 nations, the State Department said. 

“IL is searcely credible that the International Olympic 
Committee would seek to debar athletes from this 
state from participating in the Olympics if it does 
not ugree to change its name,”’ it declared. 

“Such a political decision on the part of the International 
Olympic Committce would be totally inconsistent 
with its non-politicnl tradition.’”—Reuter,
